Hespoke of the
strike of the New York bricklayers. and said
that they are only contending for the rights
given them by law, The working men only ask
for a fair compensation for their labor, but the
capitahsis don't scem digposed to give it to them,
The speaker argucd that more work could be
dcne when eight hours are considered a day's
labor, than when ten hours are counted as such,
Workingmen need more rest, Under tho eight
hour system he gets the rest required, and is
able to spend nuore time in eojoyment with his
family, He does not lose 80 much time then,
After a reasonable recreation he is able 1o work
wuch better than be would do after having
been worked out on the previous day. The New
York bricklayers have inaugurated & movement
which is of intercet to all taboring men through-
out the country, and they deserve the sympa-
thies of all cla=ses of workingmen,
